publication is completed be

fore the order is actually re

ceived, except for the physi

cal -processing required be

fore the book can be circu

Jated. This means that only |
a minimum time period is
required from receipt of the
books by the Central lLi

brary until théy are being
horrowed by the patrong at
the 92 branches of the Coun

ty Library.

Members of the book se
lection staff, under O'Fai
rell’s guidance, are kept up
to date on hooks to be pub
lished in the near future by
reading trade journals of the
publishing industry, Know
ing what books are to be
published and when they,
are to be published is the
first step in the procedure
